Vest Pocket Torpedo Fleet 
Cause of Concern to 


Powers 


BERLIN, May 1. — Re-arming 
Germany's newest naval weapon 
—swift “vest pocket” torpedo 
boats as revolutionary as her 
“vest pocket” battleships—was re- 
vealed today. 

Foreign naval experts stationed 
here said the Reich already has 
constructed 450 tiny speed boats, 
capable of 60 knots each, and man- 
ned by five men and carrying four 
torpedoes. 

A second, similar development, 
the experts said, is another speed 
boat twice as large, carrying 10 men 
and having an operating range of 
almost 2,000 miles. 

Naval observers here, asserting 
the new craft would give other 
powers as much food for thought 
as the Reich's recently disclosed 
plans to build 250-ton submarines, 
listed these major advantages of 
the craft: 

Their cost is little and their 
operation economical; their crew is 
small; they are so small and can 
change direction so fast they would 
be hard to hit; their four torpedoes, 
with any kind of luck, can do dam- 
age to enemy ships. 

The new naval weapon was dis- 
closed even as cold water was 
thrown on suggestions that Pierre 
Laval, French foreign minister, 
might stop over at Berlin on his 
way home from Moscow and War- 
saw and talk to Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler face to face.

Save The Tonsils

We are all born with healthy tonsils, yet, 
although we start out in life with a pair of 
normal, healthy tonsils, in too many cases the 


structures become diseased in early life, caus- 
ing consequent trouble, if the proper treatment 
is neglected.

A Day in Canadian History 


| On this date, in 1885, the last 
spike of the north shore (Lake 
Superior) section of the Canad- 
ian Pacific ,Railway was driven 
at Jackfish, and the first link in 
the transportation chain which 
was to n the Dominion really

1930. The subject matter of the 
Commission's inquiry might be 
summarized under two heads, 
low wages and low prices for 
farm products. High wages and 
high prices for farm products are 
the desired objectives. If they 
cou'd be attained the depression 
would be over. Can wages and 
prices be jacked up by a squad 
of federal boards sitting at Ot- 
tawa and issing orders? This is 
the heart of the issue, and a mere 
statement of it gives the answer 


The country cannot be made 
richer than it is, and the in- 
comes of workers and producers 
cannot be increased by nomina- 
ting boards to regulate the 
flow of trade. The country’s 
wealth, and thus its average stan- 
dard of living can be increased 
in only two wa by an absolute 


gain in production and by an im- 
provement in the exchange value 
of its goods, The Price Spreads 
Commission in its majority re- 
port, has completely ignored this 
simple truth. It has entirely 
oveilooked the importance of 
foreign trade to Canada and the 
fact that low wages and low 
farm ices in Canada date from 
the disastrous shrinkage of its 
overseas markets. Nothing that 
gulatory federal boards can do 
will bring back these markets and 
affect the basic cause of the eco- 
nomic maladjustments which the
